Diseases  of  the  vascular  and  respiratory  organs  account 
for  one  half  of  the  total  deaths,  the  first-named,  claiming  one- 
third  of  the  total  deaths,  the  second  one-sixth. 

For  the  years  commencing  1940  deaths  from  Cancer  are 
divided,  into  four  groups,  (1)  the  mouth,  gullet  and  uterus* 

(2)  stomach  and  duodenum;  (5)  breast;  (4)  all  other  sites. 

Similarly  violent  causes  are  divided  for  the  same  period 
into  two  groups,  (1)  ^oad  traffic  accidents;  (2)  other  violent 
causes .

In  January  1938  approximately  four  million  gallons 
of  water  were  pumped  from  the  tip  at  Woodhouse  .  This  had 
become  necessary  on  account  of  the  objectionable  smell  from 
the  water  (sulphuretted  hydrogen)  made  stagnant  from  previous 
tipping.  On  this  account  tipping  had  to  be  abandoned. 
Electricity  being  close  at  hand,  and  the  proximity  of  a  sewer 
in  Enins  Terrace,  made  this  possible.  No  discomfort  was 
experienced  by  the  nearby  residents,  and  no  effect  was  noticed 
at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  .  Pumping  occupied  about  three 
weeks .  It  was  found  necessary  to  make  a  sump  through  which 
incoming  water  could  be  kept  under  control  by  intermittent 
pumping,  and  this  operated  until  the  tip  by  successive  layers 
of  refuse  had  reached  well  above  the  original  water  level.
